A new wage structure for the soft 
coal industry, in part restoring differ- 
entials in miners’ pay for Alabama, 
southwestern states and southern Ten- 
nessee was proclaimed by Hugh S. 
Johnson, NRA administrator, yester- 
day even as new labor troubles flared 
in other industries, 

Along with the announcement of 
the new wage set up for the soft coal 
industry in Washington, came a per- 
gonal request from President Roose- 
velt that striking miners, numbering 
nearly 50,000, return peacefully to 


their jobs. 

As these developments brought hope 
for a conclusion of the controversies 
in the coal fields, however, a strike 
of 3,100 employes of the St. Louis 
Chevrolet and Fisher body plants was 
called yesterday by the executive com- 
mittee of the Federated Automobile 
Workers of America, 

John G. Bostwick, president of the 
international automobile workers’ or- 
ganization, said the decision to strike 
grew out of the refusal of the com- 
panies to re-employ 118 men, most 
of whom had been active in union 
affairs. 

At the same time, James P. Me- 
Weeney, American Federation of La- 
bor organizer and president of the 
Cleveland Metal. Trades Council, an- 
mounced that a strike of 7,000 men 
at the Fisher body plant at Cleveland, 
Ohio, would begin at 7 a. m. today. 
The union seeks wage agreements and 
recognition, McWeeney said. The 
etrike climaxes ten months of unrest 
at the plant. 

In the Alabama coal fields, mean- 
while, mobilization of additional 
troops was ordered for patrol duty 
until normal conditions can be re- 
stored in the area where violence has 
flared within the past week, 

Precautionary steps were reported 
at the Acmar and Margaret mines of 
the Alabama Fuel and Iron Com- 
pany, where it was rumored that 
atrikers’ demonstrations were planned 
today. 

In addition to these developments, 
word came from Washington that 
railroad labor and managers were ma- 
neuvering behind the scenes to see 
which side would make the first move 
to invoke the fedral railroad labor act 
to settle their wage dispute. This 
jockeying for position was described 
as a result of the definite collapse of 
President Roosevelt's effort to bring 
accord through mediation efforts by 
the railroad co-ordinator, Joseph B. 
Eastman. 

The wage set up for miners in the 


Alabama coal fields under today’s 
NRA order was $3.80 per day as com- 
pared with the old wage scale of $3.40 
and the March 31 amendment scale 
of $4.60 under which Alabama opera- 
tors had protested their industry 
would suffer. The order fixed the 
seale for Missouri, Arkansas, Okla-

Navy Takes Canal Zone 
But Siege Is Peaceful 


PANAMA CITY, Panama, April 
22.—(7)—Some 10,000 white-clad 
sailors of the United States fleet 
completed a “peaceful occupation” 
of the Canazal Zone today. 

On shore leave after yesterday’s 
final destructive “warfare” ending 
joint army and navy maneuvers, 
navy men left the fleet at anchorage 
and swarmed through the city. 

The “war” was called off at noon 
yesterday, both fleet - attacking 
forces and army defense units 
agreeing that much material dam- 
age had been done by swooping 
planes, flaming guns and swiftly 
moving battleships. 

Theoretically, the aircraft car- 
rier Lexington was sunk, either by 
submarines temporarily attached to 
the defense forces or by bombing 
planes which shot out from France 
field. 

While attacking planes from the 
fleet flew over the Canal Zone, 
the German cruiser Karlsruhe was 
being locked through from the Pa- 
cific to the Atlantic. 


MINORITY BLOCS 
OFFER ROOSEVELT 
TESTS THIS WEEK 


Attempts To Force Ac- 
tion on Silver, Inflation 
and Labor Bills Will 
Challenge Authority. 


WASHINGTON. April 22.— (UP) 
President Roosevelt faces vital tests 
of strength this week with organized 
congressional minorities attempting 
to force action on inflationary meas- 
ures, silver legislation and the 30- 
hour-work week. 

The chief executive’s attitude to 
ward silver failed to satisfy the ma- 
jority of western senators who re- 
viewed all phases of the problem at 
the White House op Saturday. 

Senator Elmer Thomas, democrat, 
Oklahoma, summoned 30 = senators 
who are interested in silver and other 
monetary proposals to meet at 10 
a. m. tomorrow when Mr. Roosevelt's 


position will be explained and a plan 


of action adopted. The committee 

which conferred with the president 

met today and prepared its report and 

recommendations to the large group. 
Unchanged. 

The United Press learned that most 
of the silver senators still favor man- 
datory legislation, although Mr. 
Roosevelt made it plain at his con- 
ference that he would not consider 
such action and preferred instead 
purely permissive measures. The 
president told the conferees he wanted 
to keep a free hand over his mone- 
tary program and that this would be 
impossible if congress forced him to 
follow a definite policy on silver, 

Administration leaders, however, 
were not as concerned about this sit- 
uation as they were ahout the drive 
for inflation which is gaitiag momen- 
tum in the house. i

10 HOLD CONTROL 
OF FARM COLONIE 


Group Now Being Shaped 
Under Relief Adminis- 
tration To Handle Sub- 
sistence Work.

WASHINGTON, April _ 

A federal corporation is being formed 
to control co-operative farm communi- 
ties for the benefit of stranded popula- 
tions. 

The corporation, set up under the 
emergeney relief administration, not 
only will establish a uniform policy 
for these communities, but will “lend” 
live stock and tools to share croppers, 
tenant farmers and others. 

Lawrence Westbrook, former Texas 
relief administrator, is working out 
the plans for the co-operative com- 
munities which will be similar to the 
subsistence homestead projects direct- 
ed by the public works administration. 
Thousands of acres have been offered 
the government as gifts or at nominal 
prices for the farm communities. 

Texas Example. 

Most of the projects—designed to 
care for people stranded in cities, oil 
fields and coal fields, who have some 
agricultural background—will follow 
the general outline of the Woodlake 
community operated in Trinity county, 
Texas, by “Texas Rural Communi- 
ties,” a corporation. 

Westbrook said today that the 
projects were being planned primarily 
to provide work opportunities rather 
than relief. In no instance will gifts 
be made, he said. Whatever is receiv- 
ed eventually will have to be paid 
for. The government will retain title 
to cows, mules or other live stock. 

The new federal corporation will 
take control only in cases where it 
finances the communities. States will 
be given full leeway to operate their 
own projects. 

The Texas project was worked out 


when 100 families were moved from 
Houston. Each of these families was 
provided with three acres of land and 
a house costing $1,800. The settlement 
is in two units a short distance apart. 
The project is expected to amortize it- 
self in 15 years. 
Work for Selves. 

“We are not trying to do all of 
the thinking for these unfortunate 
people,” Westbrook said. “We are try- 
ing to give them an opportunity. 
They'll accomplish more for them- 
selves than we could in the long run. 
I think that we who plan, often plan 
too much. We are trying to make it as 
simple as possible. 

“We are feeling our way at the 
present time. We are giving the states 
full leeway to develop procedure. Peo- 
ple who are already on land should 
not be on relief rolls, we feel, and we 
are helping them get off relief. In- 
stead of direct relief, we would rather 
provide facilities to aid them in mak- 
ing a living. 

“Sometimes the man needs only a 
mule, sometimes a cow, sometimes 
chickens or other farm equipment. 

“The far credit administration will 
advance money for equipment. But 
some of these people haven’t enough 
assets to get a loan. We are providing 
the cushion to get him into position 
to become a contributing citizen in- 
stead of a ward... .”

Farmers To Receive Billion 
In U.S. Payments During ’34 


Farm Administration, With $200,000,000 
Used, Is Only Beginning To Approach 
Full Spending Stride.

WASHINGTON, April 22.—()— 
American farmers, already enriched 
by nearly $200,000,000, will pocket 


$1,095.005,010 in benefit payments be- 
fore the end of 1934. 

On analysis of expenditures to be 
made by the farm administration dur- 
ing the present year in its wheat. 
corn-hog, cotton, tobacco, and dairy 
reduction program indicates that it 
has only begun to approach its spend- 
ing stride. 

Up to April 1 the administration 
had paid out $179,702,685 to farmers 
who agreed to reduce their cotton, 
wheat, and tobacco acreage. Benefit 
payments to corn and hog farmers are 
just 3 to trickle out, the dairy 
program is in its formative stages, 
tobacco farmers have received only a 
portion of the money coming to them, 
and the second payment to wheat 
farmers is yet to be made. 

The payments do not include the 
$53,346,622 spent by the administra- 
tion in purchasing pork, wheat. and 
dairy products for relief needs to elim- 
inate surpluses and remove them as 
price-depressing factors from the 
market. 

In the next eight months the ad- 
ministration will continue purchasing 
wheat and pork in reduced amounts, 
will make drastic surplus-reduction 
purchases of dairy products, and will 


1 — the beef cattle market for the 
first time to make unestimated pur- 
chases for relief needs. 

In addition the administration will 
purchase and destroy diseased dairy 
cows. A total of $5,000,000 is pro- 
vided. in the Jones-Connally act for 
this purpose with the possibility that 
additional funds may be expended. 
_Indications are that the total bene- 
fit payments during 1934, including 
those already made, will be distributed 
by programs as follows: Corn-hog 
$367 .055.630: wheat, $148,063.760 : to- 
bacco, $35,415,000; cotton, including 
options held by growers, $173.220,620; 
dairy. $150,000,000; corn loans, $111,- 
250.000: cotton loans, $110,000,000. 

The distribution of money by sec- 
tions of the country will be approxi- 
mately as follows: Midwestern states, 
$640,518,201; eastern states, $40,- 
836,039; southern states, $344,938,- 
856; western states, $68,711,914. 

A marked increased in benefit pay- 
ments to corn-hog farmers this month 
and the money yet to be paid to 
wheat and tobacco farmers will swell 
total expenditures to about $318,323,- 
115 by April 30. 

Wheat, tobacco, and cotton pay- 
ments for other periods have been al- 
located approximately as follows: 

From May 1 to July 30, $205,586,- 
065; from August 1 to November 15, 


$194,190,680; from November 16 to 
February 28, 1935, $179,872,540.

Charles Dickens was generos- 
ity itself in caring for all his rela- 
tives and his wife’s as well, and

Firat Sweetheart 


Wrote Ardently. 


In 1855, Maria Beadnell, Dick- 
ens’ first sweetheart, by now Mrs. 
Winter, appeared on the scene 
and wrote some very effusive let- 
ters to Dickens, to which he, with 
the memory of his early love af- 
fair before him, responded with 
letters equally ardent. He had

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PARIS AGAIN LANDS 
BLOW TO EFFORTS 
FOR DISARMAMENT 


Italian Envoy Meets With 

No Success in Attempt 
To Compromise Differ- 
ences.

Disarmament, hanging on the ropes 
for months, was delivered another tell- 
ing punch in Paris yesterday during a 
Franco-Italian discussion. 

Premier Gaston Doumergue reiterat- 
ed to Fulvio Suvich, Mussolini’s trav- 
eling spokesman, France's refusal to 
approve German rearmament or re- 
strict her own while military prepara- 
tions are going on across the border. 

France also is against four-power 
discussions, favored by Italy, insisting 
that negotiations be taken to the 
League of Nations, from which Ger- 
many has divorced herself. 

Suvich left Paris for London, where 
he will begin conversations today. 

The critical armaments impasse be- 
tween Berlin and Paris apparently wil! 
be the fundamental subject of the 
Italo-British talks, with Japan’s new 
warning to. western powers to keep 
their hands off China apparently rele- 
gated to second place. 

Meanwhile, Louis Barthou, French 
foreign minister, arrived in Warsaw 
on a trip intended to strengthen his 
country’s defensive alliances in east- 
ern Europe. He also will visit Czecho- 
Slorakia. 

SITUATION IS HOPELESS, 
FRENCH STAND INDICATES 

PARIS, April 22.—(4)—The hope- 
lessness of further efforts to disarm 
Europe were indicated today to Fulvio 
Suvich, Italian under-secretary for 
foreign affairs, in an hour’s talk with 
Premier Gaston Doumergue. 

France's refusal to “legalize” re- 
armament of Germany or to undertake 
to restrict her own military strength

Italy's concern over what its 
responsible leaders have openly de- 
scribed as a Japanese menace to the 
western world is attributed here to 
Japanese-Italian friction in Abyssinia 
as well as Asia. 

Both Mussolini and Suvich have

Death Toll Set at 146 
In Yugo-Slavia Blast 


SARAJEVO, Yugo-Slavia, April 22. 
(?)—The number of miners killed in 
a terrific explosion in Kakanj coal 
mine, near here, was estimated offi- 
cially today at 146, as rescuers con- 
tinued their efforts to reach those 
still trapped in distant galleries. 

Sixty bodies had been recovered to- 
night, and those still in the mine were 
listed as certainly dead. Approximate- 
ly 15 men were able to escape at the 
time of the blast or were saved later. 

The recovered bodies were charred 
and mutilated, indicating that death 
came quickly with the earthquake-like 
explosion which shook the countryside 
yesterday. 

A graphie account of the explosion 
was given by a peasant who was 
ploughing in a field near-by. 

“The first thing I noticed,” he said, 
“was that my oxen stopped still, 
standing like statues. 

“The next moment there was a 
thunderous roar; the earth heaved un- 
derfoot, and I thought it was an earth- 
quake. 

“Then I saw great sheets of flame 
and dense columns of smoke pouring 
out of the mouth of the pit. Sirens 
began shrieking the alarm and a few 
minutes later the entrance was sur- 
rou by panic-stricken ves.

RHINELANDER, Wis., April 23. 
— (Monday.) — After shooting their 
way out of a resort and beer tavern 
near here late last night, leaving two 
federal agents lying wounded in their 
wake, outlaws, identified as John 


Dillinger and two companions were 


surrounded in a wooded area near 
Mercer, Wis., about 40 miles north- 
west of here, 

~ National güardamen here were call- 
ed upon for help and the sheriff's of- 
fice at Eagle River dispatched all 
available help from that point. 

During the gun fight which occurred 
at Little Bohemia, near here, a man 
and a woman fled in a green Packard 
sedan. Others of the outlaw crew got 
away in a Ford V-8 auto equipped 
with a spotlight. 

Warnings to officials in the north- 
ern Wisconsin and Minnesota districts 
had gone out from Sault Ste Marie, 
Mich., late last week on the theory 
that Dillinger, reputed to be the most 
dangerous desperado of the decade, 
and his quick-firing lieutenant, Ham- 
ilton, would traverse the upper penin- 
sula of Michigan and seek to return 
to their old hideout in Chicago. 5 

Mrs. Isaac Steve, sister of Hamil- 
ton, was seized by federal agents last 
Thursday for allegedly harboring the 
twin fugitives in her home in Sault 
Ste. Marie last Tuesday night. f 

The government operatives said 
they learned from the woman that Dil- 
linger, Hamilton and a girl compan- 
ion had fled early Wednesday in Mrs. 
Steve’s (Buick) automobile. 

Authorities then stated their belief 
that the hunted men would go through 
upper Minnesota or Wisconsin and 
speed south toward Chicago. 

The gunmen were armed with ma- 
chine guns and rifles and were equip- 
ped with bullet-proof vests. 

Earlier Sunday, a car answering 
the general description of the outlaws’ 
machine was reported sighted around 
Escanaba, Mich.. 

Both Dillinger and Hamilton were 
regarded as capable of putting up a 
desperate defense of their marked 
lives, in spite of the fact that Mrs. 
Steve told officers Hamilton suffered 
from a shoulder wound received in an 
undisclosed skirmish and that the jail- 
breaking Dillinger was shot in the 
leg while shooting his way out of a 
trap in St. Paul.

BY MADRID MOBS 


Anti-Religious Violence 
Brings New Menace for 
Government.

MADRID, April 22.— (UP) — En- 
raged mobs charged throu the 
streets of Madrid today, setting fire 
to churches and convents in a new 
day of terror menacing the govern- 
ment of Premier Alejandro Lerroux. 

The riots caused a fresh test for 
the republic as a 24-hour general 
strike was called and fighting broke 
out in various sections of the capital. 
The demonstrations dramatized a pro- 
test against a mass meeting of the 

opular action (Catholic) party at 

scorial, on the outskirts of Madrid. 

Two churches and the adjoining 
convents were set afire by enraged 
anti-religious mobs. Civil guards 
broke up another mob 8 set 
fire to the Church of San uls. 

The anti-religious demonstrations 
were part of an apparently commu- 
nist-inspired general strike in the cap- 
ital, paralyzing publie utilities and 
business and adding to the embarrass- 
ment of the republican regime. 

Police and civil guards exchanged 
hundreds of shots in engagements in 
various parts of the capital as the 
strike proceeded. In one engagement, 
200 shots were exchanged between 
olice and agitators on roof tops in 
Mayor stret. One person was killed 
and many wounded, 

Jose Maria Gil Robles, young lead- 
er of the party, addressing 40,000 fol- 
lowers in a snowstorm at Escorial, 
said: 

“If asked whether we are going 
to seize power, we shall reply in the 
affirmative. If asked with what 
force, we shall reply with 150 depu- 
ties in the cortes and millions of citi- 
zens in the street. 

“We are going to demonstrate that 
ours is the sole organization to give 
battle to rebels. If revolution breaks 
out in the street, we will go into 
the street. We are an army of citi- 
zens, and do not need uniforms. 

J declared that the responsibility 
of power will come to us when we 
want it, and not when others want 
to push us into it. Spain will turn 
to us very soon as the sole hope, 
and then we shall triumph.“ 

The strike ame as a complete sur- 
prise, It embarrassed the govern- 
ment because almost all the Madrid 
force of the civil guards were either 
at Escorial or en route between the 
capital and Escorial.

Georgia Fields 
And Streams 


By H. A. Carter. 


Saturday afternoon was most pleas- 
ant. Lucien Harris Jr. and Farle R. 
Green and I went out to Stone Moun- 
tain to see what we could see. Unlike 
the hapless bear of the time-honored 
ehantey, we saw a great deal more 
than the other side of the mountain. 
I learned a lot from the trip that 
will undoubtedly come out in these 
columns some time or other; it’s 
much too good to keep to myself. It 
was one of those trips that inevitably 
cause deep pangs of regret at not 
having paid more attention to botany 
when I was in school. Occasional 
beds of bird foot violets (Viola pe- 
data) were in full bloom; such rank 
blooms I have never seen before. I 
have been picking these violets every 
spring since my sixth, I suppose, but I 
never dream that anything could 
be so thick as these blooms were last 
Saturday at that place. ) 

Growing near the violets, and in 
some cases mixed with them, there 
were Dwarf Crested Iris, (Iris cris- 
tata) that fairly take one’s breath. 
Lucien told me what they were. I 
would have said offhand that they 
must be escapes from some garden, but 
on returning home I found that my 
venerable’ Gray’s Botany tells all 
about them. The flower does not seem 
to appear from the leaves as do those 
of the garden. I didn’t see a single 
one that had leaves closer than two 
or three inches. The leaves are some 
six or seven inches high, but the larg- 
est plant I measured was only four. 
The colors are startling and wholiy 
incongrous on paper, but in the plant 
are perfectly natural and startlingly 
beautiful. The color is deep blue ex- 
cept for spots of brilliant orange at 
the center of the three large petals.

Two years ago during the last week 


well in April, Georgia’s political pot was 


boiling as it never boiled-before. Can- 
didates were running and running fast 
for the United States senate, the gov- 
ernorship and all other statehouse of- 


fices. The “ins” were being lambasted 

terrifically by the “outs” and on all 

sides there were contests, rous 

contests. The spirit of do or die was 

in the air. politicians had a 

great time with each other and the 
ople looked on with interest and en- 
ment. 

It's a great change for two years 
but as each day passes it looks like 
there isn’t going to be any campaign 
at all this year. The ins“ for t 
most part, appear to be sitting se- 
curely, chiefly because thero are no 
ambitious “outs.” It looks like a 
great year for politicians and a sad 
year for the people who like to.watch 
political fights. There is a broa 
smile on the face of nearly every of- 
ficeholder, but the people who find 
amusement interesting themselves in 
campaigns are going to have to take 
up some other diversion this summer. 

The secretary of the state demo- 
cratic committee, Miss Eleanor Orr 
of Newnan, has found things so dull 
in her offices at the capitol that she 
has had to bring a sister in from New- 
nan to keep her company. Saturday, 
with only two weeks remaining in 
which candidates may qualify, not a 
single entry was filed and not an eu- 
trance fee was paid during the en- 
tire day. Only one state official, 
Commissioner of Agriculture G. C. 
Adams, has qualified opposition. 

The quiet was even reflected in the 
hog and cattle market. Usually in po- 
litical years beef and hogs, on pros- 
pois of lots of speaking and lots of 
arbecues, rises in April and May, but 


Saturday's reports showed the mar- 


kéts quiet, steady 
changed. 

Some observers attributed the sig- 
nificant quiet to the domination of 
Governor Eugene. Talmadge, whose re- 
nomination without opposition be- 
comes more of a certainty as days go 
by. They point out that in the last 
two years the governor has just about 
assumed control of every state office 
by one means or anothet and that the 
people are pretty well satisfied with 
his conduct of office and not con- 
cerned whether it is John Smith or 
Bill Jones who holds the secondary 
office and carries out the governor’s 
orders. There could possibly be only 
one issue—Talmadge—and the Tal- 
madge supporters are so far in the 
majority that the opponents realize 
the uselessness of an effort. All one 
hears is “just wait until 1936.” 


Generally speaking, those who love 
campaigns, Saturday were turning 
their attention to local races, but 
even here they found little to interest 
them. For the most part candidates 
for the senate and house of repre- 
sentatives are madge supporters 
and there appeared no doubt that a 
legislature predominantly committed 
to the Talmadge policies would 
elected. The only interest remained in 
personalities. 

Even the prospect of a contest for 
the post of commissioner of agricul- 
ture, for which Mr. Adams, Columbus 
Roberts, of Columbus, and Senator J. 
T. Sisk, of Elberton, have qualified, 
causes little interest. The last legis- 
lature and budget cuts have so re- 
duced the appropriation of the agricul- 
tural department that it doesn’t 
amount to much any more, it being 
just about overshadowed by the activi- 
ties of the federal departinent of agri- 
culture, the AAA. compulsory cotton 
control and the extension division of 
the University of Georgia. 

he chance of there being again 
great fuss kicked up over the can- 
didacies of Chairman Jud P. Wilhoit 
and Commissioner Tobe Daniel, of the

CHANGES IN CONSTITUTION. 


No crime of heresy should be im- 
puted to those who would like to 
Bee the mechanism of government 
well overhauled, observes Albert 
Shaw, widely known American 
writer, in the current issues of the 
Review of Reviews. 


The writer points out that while 
“the constitution makers did a 
Superb piece of work in 1787 
the country is now 40 times as 
populous as in Revolutionary days 
and it has witnessed unprecedented 
transformations at home and 
abroad.“ 

Holding that the presidency and 
the supreme court “have stood the 
test amazingly well,“ Mr. Shaw says: 


The relatively unsuitable part of 
the federal machinery, as regards our 
twentieth century needs, is the legis- 
lative branch. We need unity in gov- 
ernment rather than “checks and bal- 
ances.” National interests suffer be- 
cause local interests control congress 
through “log-rolling’” and through 
abuses that make congressmen and 
senators errand boys for constituents. 

As matters stand, the president rep- 
resents the nation, while congress rep- 
resents states and districts. Congress 
can uphold national interests only 
when public opinion is aroused behind 
the president. Our system is “presi- 
dential government.“ We should not 
be afraid to strengthen it. 


Mr. Shaw suggests as a remedy of 
the congressional situation that the 
extension of the terms of the mem- 


bers of the house to six years would 


. “greatly 


increase the quality and 


. efficiency of congress.” 


. obStructing attitude 
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the 
terms congressmen selected before 
‘an issue arises may adopt an attitude 
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A far better method of removing 


fongress from its present oft-times 
would be to 
give the president the right, which 
is held by the heads of all other 
democratic and semi-democratic 
governments, to send the repre- 
sentatives home to face re-election 
when they adopt an attitude con- 
trary to the policy of the adminis- 
tration and which the president be- 


‘lieves to be against the will of the 
‘majority of the voters. 


Other governments have found 
that this right has seldom been 
abused because few governmental 
heads are willing to resort to an ap- 
peal to the electorate unless they 


‘believe their positions will be up- 
held. 


In this way 2 popular referendum 


‘on policies and problems can be se- 


cured at any time, whereas under 
present system of two-year 


not in keeping with the will of the 
majority of the people. If they were 
faced with the possibility of having 
to submit their stand to the people 
in an election which could be called 
at any time by the president, it is 
certain that they would pay closer 
attention than they do now to the 
will of the people. 


The attitude of the public toward 
such a change is reflected in recent 
comment in two of the country’s 
oldest and most conservative news- 
papers—the Memphis Commercial 
Appeal and the Boston Transcript. 

The Commercial Appeal points 
out that: 


We Americans do a good deal of 
beasting, among other things about 
our “democratic gorernment,” “rule of 
the people.” and so on, but when our 
lawmakers are elected they are in for 
two or six years with no account- 
ability to the electorate until they go 
before the people seeking re-election 
for another term. 

If the British government, for ex- 
ample, were confronted with an issue 
of such major importance. and ihe 
government and a majority of pariia- 
ment took opposite sides, there would 
be a call for a vote of confidence. If 
the rote were not forthcoming there 
would be an electi If parliament 
won, the government would resign. 
and if the government won, there 
would be new faces in parliament im- 
mediately. 

Basically there is no better gov- 
ernmental instrument in any coun- 
try than the constitution of the 
United States, but the tremendous 
growth of the nation and the 
ia world 
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Axoused by the confusion exist 


ing over the conflicting and {neffi- 
cient. methods of liquor control 
adopted by the various states per- 
mitting its sale, 4 group of promi- 
nent men, closely associated: with 
the successful repeal movement, 
have organized a new body, to be 
known as “Repeal Associates, for 
the purpose of acting as a national 
clearing house for information con- 
cerning liquor control information. 


None of the group are aligned 
with either the brewing or distilling 


* interests, most of them being out- 


standing professional and business 
men whose participation in the re- 
peal movement was actuated by the 
conviction that prohibition was do- 
ing the country more harm than 
good. 

Fearing that the conflicting laws 
that have come into existence 
threaten the continuance of boot- 
legging, this group has again be- 
come active for the purpose of elim- 
inating evils emanating from the 
liquor traffic. To this end they 
have invited a number of prominent 
prohibition advocates to join them. 


The executive director of the new 
association is Captain W. H. Slay- 
ton, one of the leaders of the As- 
sociation Against the Prohibition 
Amendment, and associated with 
him are such men as Jouett Shouse, 
Pierre S. duPont dnd Ralph M. 
Shaw. In a recent statement out- 
lining the purpose of the organiza- 
tion, Mr. Slayton points out that 
‘it is obvious that some group 
should voluntarily undertake to co- 
ordinate and disseminate accurate 
information concerning important 
phases of liquor control through- 
out the country, to the end that 
we may make steady progress to- 
ward better regulation of the liquor 


traffic than we have _ heretofore 
had.“ 

Mr. Slayton’s organization is 
faced with an outstanding opportu- 


nity for constructive service to the 
country, both in wet and dry ter- 
ritories. There must be cohesion 
in the attack on the liquor prob- 
lem, and unless there is general in- 
formation as to what is developing 
throughout the Union under the 
renewed sale of intoxicants there 
can be little hope of reaching a so- 
lution on a basis that will eliminate 
the bootlegger, bring in the maxi- 
mum amount of revenue possible to 
national and local governments and 
work toward a decrease in con- 
sumption. 


WEALTH IN THE SEAS. 

The seas are likely to take the 
place of the hills in the old say- 
ing, “‘Thar’s gold in them thar 
hills,” if a project being considered 
by the National Chemical Founda- 
tion shoüld eventually prove suc- 
cessful. 
The latest chemical argosy has to 
do with the belief held by some ex- 
perts that the waters of the seas 
contain not only gold, but silver, 
radium, tin, iron, nickel, mercury 
and a score of other highly valu- 
able minerals, and that some day 
research will disclose a methed by 
which they can be extracted on a 
profitable basis. 

Already a new chemical plant 

near Wilmington, N. C., is extract- 
ing a million dollars’ worth of bro- 
mine a year from the ocean. Dur- 
ing the process of extraction of the 
bromine spectroscopes detected the 
presence of a wide range of min- 
erals, and now chemical experts are 
busily endeavoring to develop a 
filter formula that will extract these 
minerals from the water at a cost 
that will permit of profitable op- 
erations, 
Chemical research has in the past 
| solved problems far more difficult 
to the lay mind than that presented 
in the extraction of minerals from 
the waters of the sea. It is far 
from an impossibility that in this

Except a few graft-ridden ities in 
the effete east, all intelligent com- 
munities have ceased the practice of 
terminal fumigation or disinfection, 
that is, fumigating or disinfecting 
rooms or premises after the recovery, 
removal or deatly of a patient from 
infectious or contagious disease. The 
false security which this obsolete rite 
gave too often proved . disastrous. 
erminal fumigation or disinfection 
was a well-meant effort to prevent the 
spread of disease, but it was estab- 
lished long before we had learned 
about insect or human “carriers,” and 
of course no such practice protects 
the community against animate car- 
riers. 

Moreover, scientific observation has 
proved that ordinary soap and water 
housecleaning and an ordinary airing 
and if possible a sunning of the room, 
renders the room quite as safe for the 
next occupant as can any known fu- 
migant or chemical disinfectant. So 
why go to the expense and annoyance 
of the big smoke and the impressive 
smell? 

The best general disinfectants we 
have, such as formaldehyde and 
“chloride of lime” have their own dis- 
tinctive odors, to be sure, but they 
are themselves deordorants, and their 
own characteristic odor is not too of- 
fensive and soon passes off: Besides 
they are reasonably efficient disinfect- 
ants, chean, and not very dangerous 
poisons. - 

Excellent for preserving tissue spec- 
imens, animal, insect, human, plant, 
is a mixture of one ounce of standard 
37.5 per cent formaldehyde solution 
with nine ounces of water. Flowers or 
plants retain their natural colors, as 
do animal tissues, in such a solution. 

For relief of sweating of the hands 
a weak formalin solution (say a tea- 
spoonful of the standard 37.5 per cent 
Liq. Formaldehyde in four ounces of 
water) may be sponged on the palms 
and palmar surfaces of fingers and 
allowed to dry, once a day for a few 
days. as needed. Or better a little of 
the following salve may be applied:

PURPOSE What is behind this whole thing, of course, is the 

campaign Japan started generations ago for the con- 
quest of the far east. First, it was Korea, them Manchukuo, aid 
now all China. Eventually she will dominate all, but in her en- 
thusiasm for a hasty realization of her objective, she sometimes 
oversteps herself. 

When Foreign Minister Hirota’s honeyed peace note came across 
the Pacific a month ago, our officials thought it meant a lull of 
a few years in the Japanese campaign.

But 
after the presentation was made, lo and behold, newsmén discovered 
Steagall had presented the wrong McLeod bill. (McLeod had 
several). 

This hasty error was no sooner straightened out than it was 
discovered that Steagall’s committee had met in the afternoon. That 
is against the rules, so the presentation was illegal. 

So Mr. Steagall withdrew the bill and had a morning meeting 
of his committee to do the thing right. 

The point is that all this required nearly a week and delayed 
the vote on the McLeod bill that long. 


POLITICS The pressure for the MeLeod bill comes from out 

in the country. It is as strong as the veterans’ 
pressure recently exerted on congress. Every person who lost 
money in banks appears to be writing in, demanding passage of 
the measure which would direct the government to pay back his 
money. 

It has no chance of final enactment because the president is 
dead set against it. But its passage in congress will enable the 
roti rts to gain political support back home, as on the vet- 
erans’ issue.

NEW COAL WAGE STRUCTURE 
PROCLAIMED BY JOHNSON 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—(4)— 
The soft coal industry was given a 
new wage structure tonight, the south 
was assured its wage differentials 
were not endangered, and President 
Roosevelt requested striking miners, 
— nearly 50,000, to return to 
work. 

Hugh S. Johnson, NRA administra- 
tor, ofdered a $3.80 daily wage for 
Alabama miners, thus restoring the 
state’s differential which virtually had 
been erased by the March 31 NRA 
mandate establishing a $4.60 scale. 

The new order—retaining the seven- 
hour day throughout the industry— 
also partially restored the differen- 
tials in favor of the southwestern op- 
erators in Missouri, Arkansas, Okla- 
homa and Kansas, and in southern 
Tennessee, but sustained the March 
31 amendment scales for the Fair- 
mont region of West Virginia, the 
southern Appalachian fields of West 
Virginia and western Kentucky.

CRITICIZES STOCK BILL 


Big Employers;Demand Re- 
laxation of Rules To Re- 
vive Business. | 


WASHINGTON, April 22.— (UP) 
A fresh demand that the stock mar- 
ket bill and the securities act be 
relaxed, so that “a real business re- 
covery shal] be achieved,” was made 
tonight by representatives of the dur- 
able goods industry, which employs 50 
per cent of the American industrial 
workers. 


The house is expected to vote ou 


the stock market bill this week and 
the senate next week. Unless vital 
sections of the bills are amended on 
the floor of the house or senate, 3 
lengthy conference cs 4 be réquired 
because the house a senate com- 
mittees have reported bills that dit 
fer widely. 

The house bill sets a 45 per cent 
minimum margin for buyers of securi- 
ties: the senate bill makes no mar- 
gin requirement. ‘The senate bill calls 
for creation of a board of five to regu- 
late margins and administer other 
controls established by the bill. 

Letter Revealed. 

A special committee created by the 
durable goods industry made public 
tonight a letter sent to code authori- 
ties, code committees and all employ- 
ers in the industry. 

“Re-employment is being blocked,” 
the letter read, “by the presence of 
laws which choke the flow of mon- 
ey and credit into business.“ 

Five suggestions were made in con- 
nection with the stock market bill: 

“1. The scope should be limited to 
the proper régulation of securities ex- 
changes and the correction of specu- 
lative abuses on such exchanges. 

“2. It should not include the regu- 
lation . „ of securities which are 
not registered on a securities ex- 
change. These include the securities 
of most the small enterprises through- 
out the country. 

“8. The bill should not include the 
regulation of business, large and 
small, or the ownership of their se- 
curities. 60 

“4. Companies 1 securities 
should be required to furnish only 
such information as may be reason- 
ably necessary for the protection of 
investors and should protected 
against the disclosure of private in- 
formation not actually required for 
that purpose, 

„5. Officers, directors and stock- 
holders of all companies should not 
be subjected to unjustifiable liabili- 
ties to civil suits for damages and 
unusual and excessive criminal pun- 
ishments.“ 

Changes. 

The committee recommended these 
changes in the 1933 securities aet: 

“1. Companies issuing securities 
should be relieved from the excessive 
burden of cost, incident to the ac- 
counting and reperting requirements 
of the act, beyond those reasonably 
necessary for the information and pro- 
tection of investors, 

“2. Officers, directors and technical 
advisers of companies issuing securi- 
ties and the underwriters of and deal- 
ers in the same should be relieved 
from usual and excessive liabilities to 
civil suits and criminal penalties.”

had broken with Diekens, she 
was in her middle forties. 
Dickens then was perhaps the 
most famous author in the 
world. He replied immediate- 
ly. The first of his replies, 
which was published some 
years ago in the book called 
“The Romance of Charles 
Dickéns and Maria Beadnell 
Winter,“ follows:) 


“As I was reading by my fire 
last night 4 handful of notes was 
laid on my desk. . . I let them 
lie there and went back to my 
book. But I found my mind 
curiously disturbed and wander- 
ing away through so many years 
to such early times in my life 
that I was quite perplexed to ac- 
count for it. . So I turned 
them over again and suddenly 
the rémembrance of your hand 
came upon me with an influence 
that I cannot express to you. 
Three or four and 20 years van- 
ished like a dream and l opened 
it with the touch of my young 
friend, David Copperfield, when 
he was in love. 


„There was something so busy, 
so pleasant in your letter—so 
true and cheerful and frank and 
affectionate—that I read on with 
perfect delight until 1 came to 
your mention of your two iittle 
girls. In the unsettled state of 
my thoughts the existence of 
these dear children appeared such 


a prodigious phenomenon that 1 


was inclined to suspect myself 
of being out of my mind, until it 
occurred to me that perhaps | 
had nine children of my own. 
(One of Dickens’ 10 children had 
died.) 


“Believe me you cannot more 
tenderly remember our old days 
and our old friends than 1 do. 
.. . Your letter is more touch- 
ing to me from its good and gen- 
tle association with the state of 
spring, in which I was either 
much more wise, or much more 
foolish, than I am now—lI never 
know which to think it—than 
I could tell you if I tried for a 
week. I will not try at all. 


Much Moved 
By Letter. 


J heartily respond to it and 
shall bé charmed to have a long 
talk with you and most cordial- 
ly glad to seé you after all this 
length of time. ... My dear Mrs. 
Winter, I have been much moved 
by your letter and the pleasure it 
has given me has some little sor- 
rowful ingredient in it. . You 
so belong to the days when the 
qualities that have done me the 
most good were growing in my 
boyish heart that I cannot end 
my answer to you lightly. The 
associations my memory was 
with you makes your letter more 
—I want a word—invest it with 
a more immediate address to me 
than such a letter could have 
from anybody else.“ 


(Editor’s Note: In this cor- 
respondence of their middle 
years, Dickens and Maria Bead- 
nell Winter talk of a meeting. 
It is referred to in the follow- 
ing letter, published in “The 
Romance of Charles Dickens 
and Maria Beadnell Winter.) 


„At first, 1 a little hesitated 
whether or no to advise you to 
forego that interview or suggest 
another — principally because 
what would be very natural and 
probable a fortnight hence, seems 
scarcely so probable now. Still 
I should very much like to see 
you before we meet when others 
are by. 1 feel as if it were so 
necessary to our being at ease 
and unless I hear from you to 
the contrary, we may expect to 
encounter a stranger whom you 
may suspect to be the right per- 
son if he wears a moustache. 

Tou would not like better to 
call here on Sunday, asking first 
for Catherine (Mrs. Dickeas) and 
then for me? lt is almost a ope 
itive certainty that there will be 
no one here but I between three 
and four. I make this sugges- 
tion knowing what odd coinci- 
dences take place in streets when 
they are not wanted to happen; 
though 1 know them to de so 
unlikely, but I should not think 
of such a thing if any one but 
you were concerned. If you 
think you would not like to come 
ame make no change, I will come 
there. 


“I cannot trust myself to be- 
gin afresh, or 1 should have my 
remembrances of our separation 
and think yours hard to me.

WEEK OF PLAY 
IN MAJOR SHOW 


Great Pitching Enables 
World Champions To 
Win Five Straight.

NEW YORK, April 22.—()— 
Picking up right where they left off 
last October, the world champion New 
York Giants sailed through the first 
week's games on the crest of a great 

itching wave to lead all the major 
eague clubs from the openings last 
Tuesday up through Saturday's con- 
tests. 

The Giants won five games in a 
row, mostly on their own pitchin 
strength, but oddly enough they foun 
the Chicago Cubs trailing right along 
their beaten path. The Cubs won four 
straight on exactly the same system. 
No other big league clubs got through 
the five days without a defeat. In 
the American league the Detroit Tig- 
esr made the best showing, winning 
three games and losing only one. 


GIANTS, CUBS. 


The Giants and the Cubs each held 
their opponents to six runs for the 
week and the Cubs, who had the only 
perfect record of having all starting 
pitchers hurl complete games, granted 
only 20 hits as they opened with Lon 
Warneke’s one-hit performance against 
Cincinnati.

“Secretiveness says Nicholas 
Murray Butler, “without any actual 
falsehood,.is one of the most effective 


instruments of - deceit.” 


One of the first satisfactions lore 


demand is to be let out into the light. 
to be acknowledged before the world. 
Denied this satisfaction. love gives 
the heart that harbors it no peace. 
This is one of the protective instincts| 
of love. When a woman says to a 
man, “I belong to you“ that may or 
may not settle the matter as far as 
he is concerned, but until she tells 
the world that she belongs to this man 
all other men regard her as being free 
and unattached. Their attitude toward 
her is necessarily different from what 
it would be if they knew she was mar- 
ried. Her husband knows this and that 
is another reason for the husband's 
highly sensitive frame of mind. Ile 
is accepting money for his education 
and deliberately deceiving one who 
furnishes it. He knows that common 
gratitude warrants his being frank 
with his sister and goaded by his 
sense of injustice he does her he is 
rendered sensitive. He cannot believe 
in the integrity of others because he 
is not behaving honorably. He cannot 
trust friends or family because he has 
proven Nimself unworthy of the trust 
of his family. and friends. 

One thing will save this marriage 
from destruction though it may cost 
the young man his diploma (even then 
the price will be cheap]: it is to bring 
the marriage out into the light. The 
college education is not important by 
comparison with the life's happiness 
of two individuals, not important by 
comparison with the corroding of two 
characters that deceptions they are 
forced to practice.

The Wagner Labor Dispute Act. 

Senator Robert F. Wagner recently 
introduced into the senate a bill to 
equalize the bargaining power of em- 
ployer and employe, to encourage the 
amicable settlement of disputes de- 
tween employer and employe, to create 
a labor board, and for other purposes. 

The Urban League believes there 
are a number of objections to ‘the 
present wording of the bill that pre- 
vent it from serving the entire field 
of labor as it purports to do. Its 
pees form permits inequalities of 

rgaining power which handicap the 
negro worker. The following are some 
of the objections against the present 
wording of the bill: 

(1) Permits labor organizations to 
exclude negroes from mebership in 
their bodies and from employment in 
occupations under their jurisdiction. 

(2) Denies to negro workers the 
status of “employes” when they are 
engaged as strike-breakers in occupa- 
tional fields where they are prohibi- 
ted from joining the striking union. 

(3) Fails to protect the negro work- 
er from practices of racial diserimi- 
nation by labor unions, both as union 
and non-union workers. 

(4) Permits the establishment of 
competitive unions on the basis of 
race thereby weakening the bargain- 
ing power of all workers. 

As a means ofemaking this bill 
equally effective on all employes the 
Urban League has recommended to 
the senate committee on education 
and labor the following revisions: 

(1)—Section III. mg 3, page 
3, beginning with line 17. revised 
to read: 

“The ‘term ‘employe’ shall not in- 
clude an individual who has replaced 
a striking employe, except when the 
lahor organization either by direct 
constitutional or ritualistic regulation 
and-or by practices traceable to dis- 
criminatory policies bars an indivi- 
dual from joining such labor organiza- 
tion or restricts rights, privileges, and 
practices usually accorded members of 
such labor organizations.” 


(2) That there be added to See- 
tion III, paragraph 5, page 4, at line 
6, the following: 

“Provided no employe otherwise 
eligible is denied membership’ or re- 
strictaed or interfered with because 
of. race, color, or creed.” 

(3) That Section V, page 5, be re- 
vised to include the following labor 
practice : 

“It shall be an unfair labor prac- 
tice for a labor union to deny the 
right of membership and-or in any 
way to interfere with full participa- 
tion of any émploye otherwise eligible 
on account of race, color, or creed.” 

The practices of labor unions have 
frequently inelnded the organization 
of negro workers into separate unions 
merely to placate them. Such unions 
when set up, do not give to the negro 
worker the bargaining power that ex- 
ists for the white worker. It is for 
this reason that the Urban League 
believes that the setting of dual unions 
of this nature shall not be regarded as 
‘fulfilling any of the provisions of this 
act, unless such unions have the same 
bargaining power, and the same col- 
lective agreements as are inherent 
within the organization and tech- 
niques of regularly constituted locals 


— the parent organizations.
